Newspaper or Gazette? 

There has been some discussion 
of East Bay Labor Journal lately 
in the course of which it was sug- 
gested that this paper’s editor is 
allowed too much latitude in decid- 
ing what shall and shall not go 
into the paper. 

It was suggested particularly that 
proceedings of the Central Labor 
Council should be published only 
in the form of minutes, signed by 
the secretary of that body. 

Whether or not such an idea is 
sound, the first thing to get clear| 
is that a publication so conducted | 
would not be a newspaper, but a} 
gazette. When the term, gazette, is 
used correctly, it refers to an of-! 
Hicial publication which contains re- | 
forts and announcements in the 
driest and most condensed style, the 
text of new laws or regulations, and 
lists of persons appointed or trans- 
ferred or promoted or demoted. 

A gazette is intended to serve 
merely the practical purpose of 
keeping a relatively small group of 
persons informed about official af- 
fairs. It is not intended to reach an 
increasingly large number of read-| 
ers, or to stir them up and make|

In addition, if the editor is really 
worth his pay, he has some favorite 
ideas of his own in which he be- 
lieves deeply, and which he con- 
stantly endeavors to sell to Bob 
Ash or Bill Fee, or whoever it may 
be. If he didn’t have these favorite 
ideas, and if he didn’t try to sell 


them, he ought to be the publishing | 


secretary of a gazette, not the edi- 
tor of a labor newspaper. 

In all this, the editor of a labor 
newspaper is strangely like a busi- 
ness agent of a union. A good busi- 
ness agent has to use his judgment.

All unionists were reminded that 
the recall move, aimed by some 
element of landlords and realty 
speculators at three members of the 
Oakland City Council, was one 
which every AFL member should 
make every effort to block. 


| SMITH, PEASE, WEAKLEY 


The three attacked Councilmen, 
Ex-Mayor Joseph Smith, Ray Pease 
and Scott Weakley, incurred the 
wrath of the landlords and realty 
speculators, said the statement by 
the Central and the Building Trades 
Council, when they voted for what 
they had promised in their cam- 
paigns for election to do—try to get 
more low-rent housing for Oakland. 

It was emphasized that if any one 
of the three attacked Oakland City 
Councilmen is recalled, the high- 
rent anti-housing group will win 
control of the City Council. Then, it 
was predicted, rent control would 
be removed in Oakland, and labor 
people, the vast majority of whom 
are renters, would begin to have to 
work extra hours in order to meet 
increased rent charges.

AFL-IBEW Wins in 
PG&E Election by 
Vote of 6749-2550 


Labor Press Assn. 


The second largest public utility 
in the United States, Pacific Gas & 
Electric Co., took a beating Febru- 
ary 8 when the ballots were counted 
in an NLRB representation elec- 
tion. Of 12,500 employes eligible to 
vote, only 241 voted for “no union”; 
6749 voted for International Broth- 
erhood of Electrical Workers-AFL 
and 2550 for Utility Workers-CIO. 

Pacific Gas & Electric covers 
such a large territory (from Bakers- 
field, Calif. to the Oregon state line 
and the entire width of the state) 
that the board election had to be a 
direct poll and a small mail ballot. 

When the company was first or- 
ganized in 1939 the NLRB divided 
it into geographical units. The CIO 
union took the four bay areas 
around San Francisco, and IBEW 
took all the rest. 

In November of 1948, IBEW pe- 
tioned for a single unit to cover all 
the PG&E territory. The petition 
was granted and the election held 
covering all “physical” workers in 
the giant organization. Most of the 
electric power distributed by the 
company comes from hydro plants 
in the mountains, so that many of 
the workers are in small isolated 
groups at the various dams. 

THe company opposed a system- 
wide election, preferring to keep the 
units chopped up. 

PG&E is famous for its fight 
against a Central Valley Authority 
in California. It holds a_ virtual 
monopoly of all power distributed in 
its area. The company also figured 
in the framing of Tom Mooney on 
a dynamiting charge in 1916. 
Mooney, an employe of the company 
and a labor organizer, was exoner- 
ated after spending 25 years in 
prison. 

IBEW is now waging an intensi- 
fied drive to organize all clerical 
employes of PG&E. 


PARTY’ WHO’S HIRED BY 
IT; FROTHS AT GALLIANO 


(Editorial) 

While a herd of cows is auctioned off because Safeway can’t 
sell milk or anything else any more in the Bay Area, the cor- 
poration’s publicity men keep pouring the sour milk of phoney 
advertisements into the daily press, 

As we said last week: “By next week Safeway may have some 
more amateurish fairy tales to tell us in those big ads.” 

Well, they have! One fairy tale is that a dispassionate “third 

party,” observing from the sidelines the Beck-Safeway chain's 
effort to break a strike, has uttered words of moderation and| 
wisdom. 

This ‘‘third party,” featured by Safeway in an ad described 
in our news columns, is the San Mateo Times. 

But who owns the San Mateo ‘Times? Why, none other than 
J. Hart Clinton, unkindly called “J. Hartless Clinton” by labor 
unions which have had dealings with him. 

This man Clinton is a corporation lawyer of San Francisco 
whose principle job is that of acting as negotiator for the Dis- 
tributors Association of Northern California, the big warehouse 
employers’ outfit which drives tough bargains with both AFL 
and CIO unions, 

Safeway belongs to the Distributors Association, because 
Safeway has, of course, its own big warehouses. 

So— Safeway’ s admired and respected ‘“‘third party,” this 
neutral Socrates supposed to be standing on the sidelines speak- 


ing for the general public, turns out to be a man part of whose 
apaty for slugging labor unions in negotiations is paid by Safe- 
way! 

It's just as if J. Paul St. Sure, the United Employers union- 
busting mastermind, the man who ran errands for Safeway in 
the deal with Dave Beck and Einar Mohn against the striking 
AFL Food Clerks, were to own a paper, and that paper were 
to be quoted by Safeway as a “third party.’ 

The Commies are great on inventing a phoney “third party.” 
Is that where Safeway learned this latest trick? 

The attack in the Safeway ads on J. F. Galliano, attorney 
for the striking AFL Food Clerks, of course, continues. 1. 33. 
Branlund, one of the glittering top brass brains for the giant 
corporation, perpetrated this phoney poor-man’s-plea in the 
corporation's ad in the daily press of February 10 in a “letter” 
to Galliano: 

“It's a pretty expensive strike for every body but the lawyers. 
Mr. Galliano. Lawyers can live on other people's troubles, but 
the clerks get paid only when they work. Don’ t you think it is 
time to work out a fair contract for the clerks?’ 

This from the man whose corporate plunderbund launched 
a $500,000 damage suit against the striking Clerks, and asked 
for an injunction against the pickets on the ground, among other 
trivia, that the pickets put a newsboy up to yelling “Scab!” at 
the scabs recruited for Safeway by Dave Beck!

Anyone the least informed about the methods of big corpofa- 
tions when they're fighting poor individuals as such or poor 
individuals as members of trade unions, knows that one of the 
favorite methods of such big corporations is to plunge the poor 
into litigation, on the theory that it will bust them, and make 
them humble thereafter. 

So this top brass brain Branlund has the nerve to imply that 
if a labor union hires a lawyer to defend itself against the battery 
of corporation lawyers, then the whole strike is the union law- 
yer’s fault. A union which didn't hire an attorney when it's fight- 
ing the Beck-Safeway combine would be crazy, as Branlund 
well knows.

His Former ‘Boots’ 


Apprenticeship Committee 


Bleven years of riding herd on 

“boots” in the United States Navy 
led former Chief Boatswain’s Mate 
Wilbur E. Gates of 226 Athol Ave- 
nue into a career of repairing boots 
and shoes. In fact one of Gate’s 
customers is a former Navy boot, 
BE, A. Dion of Alameda whom he 
used to kick around on the deck of 
the USS Cruiser Phoenix. 
* When he was ordering “boots” to 
get their shoes shined he didn’t 
dream that he would one day be re- 
pairing shoes for former “boots,” 
said Gates. 

Enlisting in the Navy from a 
Minnesota farm in 1934, Gates found 
himself on the Phoenix at Pearl 
Harbor, but luckily was unharmed 
when the ship got out to sea with 
Jap bombs dropping all around. 

Throughout the war he served on 
cruisers and light airplane carriers 
in the Pacific area, It was shore 
leave in Oakland that brought the 
Chief out of the Navy into shoe 
repairing.

Trotskyists Here 
Back Stalinists 
On Rebel Council 


Local Trotskyites are criticizing 
the methods used by the national 
CIO leaders to purge the Stalinists, 
mortal foes of the Trotskyists, from 
the CIO in California. 

Scott Byer, writing from San 
Francisco to Labor Action, weekly 
publication of the Independent So- 
cialist League, one of the Trotsky- 
ist factions, says in a dispatch dated 
January 27: 

“Last Wednesday CIO President 
Philip Murray lifted the charter of 
the California State CIO Council, 
demanded its funds and property, 
and called for the formation of a 
new state council, This was the firs’ 
time that such action has beet 
taken against a state organizatior 
in the Murray fight against th 
Stalinists. 

“There is no reason for anti-Cl 
militants to rejoice at these expul- 
sions. The Stalinists will not be de- 
feated by the anti-democratic ex- 
pulsion methods of the Murrayites, 
In many sections of the labor move- 
ment their hold may well be pro- 
longed, for they are able to cover> 
their own crimes by pointing (truth- 
fully) to the fact that Murray and 
the CIO leadership are trying to 
turn the CIO into an organization 
controlled as much as possible from 
the top, one in which the rank and 
file’s right to elect their own offi- 
cers and make their own policies is 
being hamstrung. 

“This is in addition to the fact 
that the conditions in several of the 
Stalinist-controlled unions here are 
among the best in their respective 
industries; and all of it makes pos- 
sible a situation-where many work- 
ers will stand by the Stalinists in 
the jurisdictional disputes that may 
soon come and may be the bloodiest 
that this area has been in some 
time. The West Coast situation is a 
good place to learn that an effective 
fight against Stalinist union control 
also entails a fight against the ~ 
bureaucratic methods of Murray.”

‘How Chest Monies 


Have Been Divided 


Oakland Chest 


An annual report to the commu- 
nity on the distribution of campaign 
funds has heen made by the Oak- 
land area Community Chest which 
announced allocations totalling 
$720,826 will be made to the 36 
Red Feather agencies affiliated in 
the Chest. 

The announcement followed ap- 
proval by the Chest board of di- 
rectors of a two-month study of 
agency budgets by the Chest budget 
committee. 

In reporting to Chest supporters 
on how their contributions are 
budgeted among 36 community 
health, welfare and recreation serv- 
ices. Kendric Morrish, budget com- 
mittee chairman, stated the figure 
is $36,551 more than was available 


| for distribution by the Chest last 


year. While not meeting agency 
needs fully, he said, it permits a 
slight increase over last year in al- 
locations to the majority of partici- 
pating agencies. 

Morrish stated $710,826 of the 
Chest’s estimated $850,000 campaign 
total will be distributed at this 
time with $10,000 held “solely for 
emergency situations which cannot 
be foreseen at this time.” The bal- 
ance of the funds are earmarked 
for reserves to cover non-collec- 
tions, campaign costs and Chest 
administration. 

Stating the budget committee “is 
regretful there are not sufficient 
funds to fully meet the needs of 
the agencies and the community,” 
Morrish said the committee made 
no attempt to “direct, in detail, the 
expenditures of the agencies but 
took the view that an agency is 
best able to determine its own fi- 
nancial procedure and expenditures 
within the framework of its in- 
come and budget granted by the 
Chest.” 

Morrish said $17,880, originally 
budgeted for the USO which par- 
ticipated in the Chest campaign but 
has since suspended operations, is | 
being held pending study and action 
by the board of directors.

Scores Misuse of 
Recall in Oakland 


“The recall election of February 
28 is nothing but an attempt by 


| selfish interests to punish honest 


public officials for voting their con- 
victions. Such misuse of the recall 
threatens the very basis of repre- 
sentative government,” said Francis 
Dunn Jr, Assemblyman for the Thir- 
teenth District, addressing a lunch- 
eon group Tuesday at the Studio 
Club, 56th Avenue and East 14th St. 
“It is well known that the services 
of professional petition circulators 
may be bought by anyone who can 
pay the price. We had a recent ex- 
ample when one professional peti- 
tion circulator was paid to qualify 
a ballot measure for the November 
1948 election, and in less than six 
months received another fee from a 
group for qualifying another peti- 
tion to repeal the first one. 
‘SIGNAL FOR LOBBYISTS’ 


“Victory for the selfish proponents 
of this recall election would be the 
signal for other well financed spe- 
cial interest groups to attempt con- 
trol of our public servants by im- 
proper lobbying, intimidation, and 
threats of recall. 

“Whether or not elected officials 
should be able to express and vote 
their honest convictions, free from 
such pressures is the question we 
are asked to decide February 28. 
We shall be voting for or against 
the fundamental American principle 
of government by the will of the 
majority. 

“Councilmen Smith, Pease, and 
Weakley pledged themselves to vote 
for public housing when they cam- 
paigned for election. With that 
promise in mind we elected them. 
Now we are asked to recall them 
for keeping their promises, 

“Public housing is not the issue; 
the three Councilmen themselves, 
are not the issue, the merit of those 
who seek to replace them on the 
City Council is not the issue; Gov- 
ernment by the people and not by 
threats and pressure; that is the 
major issue. 

“No individual who believes in 
good government can ignore this 
issue. Such persons, men or women, 
in business, the professions, labor, 
religious, fraternal, civic, service 
clubs, whatever their vocation or in- 
terests owe it to themselves to 
speak out with a loud voice against 
this misuse of the recall provisions 
of the City charter. This waste of 
the taxpayer’s money. This harass- 
ment of public officials for daring 
to disagree with a selfish minority, 
who perhaps feel that ‘The good 
usually do nothing’ especially on 
election day and so try to ‘get away 
With political murder.’ 

Good men and women will vote 
NO on the recall.” 

Dunn is chairman of the Educa- 
tion Committee of the State Assem- 
bly.

The Safeway ad of February 8 
was headed, “The Safeway Strike 

. a Third Party’s View.” 

The “third party” was the San 
Mateo Times, and the Safeway ad 
reprinted an editorial which the 
San Mateo Times had published in 
its issue of January 27. This edi- 
torial, headed, “Where Labor Insists 
on Being Management Also,” 
claimed that the Clerks had no 
right to include in their member- 
ship the managing clerks, or “loca- 
tion managers,” as Safeway usually 
calls them. 

ANOTHER AD ATTACKS 
GALLIANO 

The Safeway ad of February 10 
contained a photostat of a letter 
from J. H. Branlund, Safeway divi- 
sion manager, to Galliano, as the 
February 6 ad had been, only the 
February 10 ad contained the photo- 
stat of a different letter. 

In this ad, Branlund demanded 
in the headline: “Mr. Galliano, Is 
This Strike Really Necessary?” His 
letter concluded with the following 
paragraph: 

“It’s a pretty expensive strike for 
everybody but the lawyers, Mr, Gal- 
liano. Lawyers can live on other 
people’s troubles, but the clerks get 
paid only when they work. Don’t 
you think it is time to work out a 
fair contract for the clerks?” 
ANOTHER AD PRESSURES 
S. F. LABOR COUNCIL 

The February 14 Safeway ad re- 
peated in different words another 
line of attack on the strikers which 
had been used in a previous ad. 
That is, it put pressure on the San 
Francisco Labor Council to inter- 
vene and end the strike of the 
Clerks in that city, where the Safe- 
way stores are shut down tight, 
owing to the fact that the Team- 
sters are observing the picket lines 
in San Francisco instead of violat- 
ing them under the orders of Dave 
Beck as they do in the East Bay. 

The February 14 ad avgued that 
“there is no such thing as a manag- 
ing clerk in a Safeway store and 
there never has been. The phoney 
name does not change the fact that 
the union demands a contract, the 
conditions of which would apply to 
the Safeway Store Managers.” 

The ad went on: 

“San Francisco Central Labor 
Council has power and responsi- 
bility. 

“The Council has both the power 
and responsibility to end the strike 
in the interests of organized labor 
and the public. 

“Continued sanction of the strike 
in the face of the facts and the 
court decree cannot help but be 
harmful to the many law-abiding 


and public-spirited unions and to|* 


the general public welfare.” 
‘THIRD PARTY’ SHOWN TO BE 
LINKED WITH SAFEWAY 

The attacks on Galliano in the 
Safeway ads were discussed Monday 
night at the meeting of the Cen- 


tral Labor Council, as reported in| 


another column of this issue of 
East Bay Labor Journal, by Char-| 
les Omstead, secretary of the strik- 
ing Food Clerks’ Local 870. 
Spokesmen for the strikers told 
East Bay Labor Journal that it is 
ridiculous for Safeway in its ads| 
against the strike to cite the San| 
Mateo Times as a “third party.” 
“The San Mateo Times,” said a 


union spokesman, “is owned by J. 
Hart Clinton, executive vice-presi-/ 
dent and chief negotiator for the 
Distributors Association of North- 
ern California. This is the associa- 
tion of big warehousing outfits 
which bargains with both the AFL 
and the CIO warehouse unions, and 
is very well known as the group of 
employers which endeavors to set 
a tough pattern for warehouse nego- 
tiating. Don’t overlook the fact that 
Safeway is itself a big warehousing 
outfit, and that it belongs to the 
association for which J. Hart Clin- 
ton, publisher of the San Mateo 
Times, is the negotiator.” 

CLINTON PREFERS “ECONOMIC 
ACTION TO PEACEFUL ACTION?” | 

The union spokesman then pro-! 
ceeded to cite statements made by 
J. Hart Clinton in his capacity as 
warehouse employers’ negotiator 
showing that he is no “third party,” 
when it comes to a scrap between 
unions and employers. 

Clinton was quoted as having told 
the American Warehousemen’s As- 
sociation in 1949, telling of the 
methods followed by his organiza- 
tion of employers: 

“Our Association does not believe 
in arbitration of wage issues for the 
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reason that we think we know more 
about conditions in our industry 
than any third person, and secondly, 
because experience in arbitration in 
this area is that the employer usu- 
ally loses. We think we can get 
more by economic action than by 
peaceful action.” 


Some of the union people who 
have had to deal with J. Hart Clin- 
ton have formed the habit of refer- 
ring to him as “J, Hartless Clinton,” 
it was explained. 

CLINTON REVEALS HIS 
METHODS 


A speech of Clinton's, made a year 
ago, February 9, 1949, at the 58th 
annual meeting of the American 
Warehousemen’s Association in San 
Francisco, was cited in which Clin- 
ton revealed some of his methods 
as a negotiator for employers 
against unions. He told in this 
speech how he acted when a union 
made proposals: 

“We want the union to think we 
are seriously considering them, 
whether we are or not.” 

As an illustration of the way Clin- 
ton looks at.a union, this quotation 
from the same speech by him was 
cited: 

“We study the union’s financial 
sheet, which is published, and we 
determine what their financial posi- 
tion is. We determine whether or 
not they are able to stand a strike. 

“We have read their bulletins, of 
course, and know what their general 
intentions are. We also try to find 
out through sources within the un- 
ion what their intentions are. 

“We examine the jurisdictional 
situation to see whether there is 
any other union, such as the Team- 
sters Union, that is trying to invade 
this particular union's jurisdiction, 
and we determine whether or not 
the union is weak for that reason.” 
WHAT KIND OF A 
“THIRD PARTY?” 

It was pointed out by the union 
spokesman that “if this is the kind 
of a man whose editorial utterance 
Safeway quotes as those of a ‘third 
party,’ a man who is actually an 
employe of an employers’ organiza- 
tion to which Safeway belongs, and 
who takes such a hardboiled atti- 
tude towards unions, then the term 


‘third party’ doesn’t mean anything 
at all.”

Man Remembers His Good 
Deeds in ‘94 Strike 


Funeral services were held Tues- 
day for retired Superior Judge John 


J. Allen, who died Sunday after a 
two-week illness. 

Judge Allen retired in 1947, after 
21 years on the bench of the Ala- 
meda County Superior Court. He 
was appointed to the bench by the 
late Governor Friend W. Richard- 
son, in 1926. 

Judge Allen is survived by his 
widow, born Cathryn Liston Owen 
of Alvarado, and by three sons and 
a daughter: Congressman John J. 
Allen, Jr.; Liston, an attorney; Don- 
ald, an insurance man; and Jacque- 
line, Mrs. Richard Walpole. 

T, J. Roberts of Operating Engin- 
eers 39, a lifelong friend of Judge 
Allen, told East Bay Labor Journal 
that the death of his old friend re- 
minded him of Judge Allen's role in 
the great Pullman strike of 1894. 

“John Allen was then Police 
Judge,” said Roberts, “and a lot of 
our boys on strike were being ar- 
rested on all sorts of charges. Byt 
when they appeared before Judge 
Allen, they wouldn’t ask for a jury 
trial. They’d just plead guilty, and 
he’d tell ’em to go home and be 
good boys. 

“A labor man _ doesn’t forget 
things like that, no matter how 
many years intervene.” 

Back in those days Roberts was 
a member of a railway union. 

Judge Allen went to school at the 
old,Prescott School, then a three- 
room structure, before this area had 
any rail connection with the East. 
He later worked at the school as a 
janitor while studying law,

The public, with a much leaner 
purse than in the war boom days 
when they consitiered the tax neg- 
ligible in comparison with the reve- 
nue needed for a successful prose- 
cution of the war effort, is cooper- 
ating splendidly. 


Our members as’ well as those in 
the allied crafts such as moving 
picture machine operators, stage- 
hands, theatrical janitors, bill post- 
ers, musicians and actors have a 
personal interest in this fight. 

The tax has been in effect so 
long that many patrons are not 
aware that they pay it. 

For instance a couple taking in a 
show in a first run house will spend 
$1.70. This is for the price of two 
tickets at 85c. Of that $1.70, twenty- 
eight cents represents tax, Without 
the tax, the actual admission price 
for two would amount to $1.42, 

We urge you to write to Senator 
William Knowland, Congressman 
John Allen, or Senator Downey and 
express your views as an employe 
and as a tax payer. 

Forms are available for the pub- 
lic in the majority of theatres, 
which they will mail to your rep- 
resentatives for you. But to the

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HOME MADE SAUERKRAUT 
By MARY MARKLAND 


Since doctors are urging those 
suffering from stomach ulcers, and 
kindred ills to drink freely of raw 
cabbage juice, it might be a good 
time to make some kraut. 

Have you ever eaten homemade 
kraut, the kind our grandmothers 
used to make? If not, then you are 
missing a treat. What is of more 
importance, you may be denying 
your nerves and brain a very neces- 
sary food element! Did you know 
that according to some noted med- 
ical authorities the brain and nerves 
feed exclusively upon lactic acid, 
and that the two best known sources 
of lactic acid are milk and sauer- 
kraut. Some of us find the curd of 
whole milk hard to assimulate, yet 
we do need lots and lots of lactic 
acid. For us saurekraut is a must. 

Those who make saurekraut com- 
mercially are apt to employ short- 
cuts which detract from food value. 
For one thing they use too much 
salt, and certainly the flavor leaves 
much to be desired. Hard to make? 
Not at all! 


Choose your cabbage carefully, 
fresh, firm young heads of good 
flavor. Pull off a small piece of cab- 
bage leaf and taste it. Some cab- 
bages have strong flavor, others 
are sweet and mild. Choose the 
latter. Grate on your medium grater 
into a dishpan or large bowl; loose 
leaves and pieces may be shredded 
with a knife. Next add just suffici- 
ent salt to make the cabbage palat- 
able, no more than you would use 
in making slaw. Start with a level 
teaspoonful to each average sized 
head, and when thoroughly mixed, 
taste. Kneed and press the mixture 
with your hands until the juice 
flows freely, then place in earthen 
crock or large mixing bowl and 
press down firmly with a plate. In 
about ten days time your kraut will 
be ready. It is delicious eaten raw, 
as a salad, and more nutritious.

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Congressman Allen's Weekly Letter 
Discusses Cotton Acreage Allotment 


Following is the letter to constituents sent out by Congress- 
man John J. Allen, Republican, of Piedmont, under date of 
————— 


February 6: 

Washington weather. Outside it 
has been clear and cold. In the 
House there have been gentle, vari- 
able winds. It haa been a relatively 
peaceful week. 


Three days of our time were spent 
on a resolutioin relating to cotton 
and peanut acreage allotments and 
marketing quotas. A year ago we 
enacted a law on the subject. A 
Texan pointed out that an amend- 
ment is now required in order to 
correct the results of maladminis- 


the intention of Congress by the 
Department of Agriculture in carry- 
ing out the law. Cotton farmers 
using small acreages had been cut 
down to the point of being moved 
out of the industry. Holders of larg- 
er acreages had been forced to drop 
up to 50% of their tenant farmers 
who in turn had no other means 
of livelihood. California in particu- 
lar felt the result of discrimination 
as our industry is relatively new 
and growing. 

I voted for the bill, which passed. 
It was a dubious choice. An Aye 
vote meant a greater surplus for 
the government to support. A No 
vote meant a stricter control telling 
California farmers to keep out of 
the cotton business. It is a good 
example of the operation of a regi- 
mented program mismanaged by 
government officials resulting in a 
frantic appeal to Congress to relieve 
from the oppressive mismanage- 
ment. For the first time farmers 
on both sides of the aisle expressed 
great concern over the probability 
that the ownership of great govern- 
ment surplus might bring some 
catastrophe to the farming industry. 
This realization may bring about a 
complete re-examination of our sys- 
tem of price supports. 

Other legislation was of interest 
to more limited groups. We passed 
a bill concerning the Federal Home 
Loan Bank and Federal Savings and 
Loan Associations. The bill would 
provide for a flexible and possibly 
greater liquidity. Provision is made 
for stronger federal backing in 
strenuous times, The insurance pre- 
mium for Savings and Loan Asso- 
ciations would be reduced 14. Great 
commendation was paid to these in- 
stitutions for fostering individual 
home ownership, a very typical 
characteristic of thousands of Amer- 
ican families. 

We passed a bill concerning 
American citizens who were in Italy 
when the Anti-Communist elections 
were held. They were urged from 
America and pressured in Italy to 
cast an Anti-Communist vote, only 
to find that this act deprived them 
of American citizenship. The bill 
would eliminate the loss of citizen- 
ship for this reason alone. I voted 
for it. About 3000 are involved. We 
also passed a bill concerning the ad- 
mission of aliens possessing special 
skills, particularly in technical, 
medical, professional or scientific 
lines. Where a private or public 
agency requests the admission of 
an alien so skilled, a special visa 
may be issued. If the alien comes 
here and demonstrates his useful- 
ness for at least one year, the visa 
would be made permanent. In many 
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specific instances, the admission of 
one such alien would lead to em- 
ployment of several hundred Amer- 
icans.

TOP COURT FAILED 
TO GUARD LIBERTY. 
IS CONTENTION 


Labor Action, the Trotskyist 
weekly, said recently: 

The hope that the Supreme Court 
would be the final but decisive de- 
fender of civil liberties became slim- 
mer as a result of two decisions 
handed down by that body. 

While the circumstances of the 
particular cases involved were es- 
pecially narrow and exceptional, 
the principles and processes sus- 
tained by the court majority are 
eminently adaptable for wholesale 
application by an energetic attorney 
general. Given a Department of 
Justice and an attorney general al- 
ready “patriotic” enough to break 
the law in order to defend the coun- 
try by wiretapping, it gives one 
pause to think of the dimensions 
of their patriotism when the law is 
fashioned to fit their methods. 

In the two decisions, the court. . 
sustained the government’s power 
to deport two men who were natur- 
alized citizens when convicted of 
crimes under the Espionage Act, 
and upheld the government’s right 
to exclude the bride of an American 
World War II veteran without a 
hearing and solely on the finding of 
the attorney general. 
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TO SAVE RENT CONTROL, VOTE 
FOR ALL THREE COUNCILMEN! 


Labor people, as well as other citizens, who go to the polls 
Tuesday, February 28, to vote in the Oakland special election 
on housing should bear it in mind that it is essential to vote for 
all three of the City Councilmen now being attacked by the 
recall crowd of profiteering landlords and speculators in real 
estate.

BRIDGES TELLS AN OLD ONE 


The prosecution in the Bridges case has dug up some queer 
witnesses against the longshore leader, including Paul Crouch, 
a scab in the composing room of a Miami, Fla., newspaper. 
And Judge Harris’ questioning of a priest who testified for 
Bridges aroused many reactions. 

But when Bridges on the witness stand starts pulling the old 
stuff about how everybody calls everybody else a Communist, 
so the word just doesn’t mean anything any more, he’s saying 
something that may go down with suckers but not with informed 
unionists, 

Bridges pointed out that John L. Lewis has been called a 
Communist, that some AFL unions have been called Commu- 
— that candidates for public office call each other Commies, 
and: 

“Now there’s a disagreement on policy within the CIO. One 
group is calling the other Communist. What's more, some CIO 
unions are calling old-line AFL unions Communist.” 

According to a paper which boosts Bridges all the time, the 

Communist People’s World—yes, the COMMUNIST People's 
World, for there really are some Communists! —after Bridges 
had tossed the above off: “ ‘See?’ he said, with one of his 
expressive gestures. The courtroom laughed.” 
. But it’s no laughing matter that there are real Communists, 
as well as people who just happen to be called Communists by 
misrepresenting or misinformed critics. Again and again those 
of us who know that there are real Communists, and that they're 
doing real harm in an underhand way, have protested against 
this foolish habit of calling people Communists when they’re not.

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Ever since the United States be- 
gan to face up seriously to the fact 
that there is a world crisis in which 
we of this country are involved, 
two psychologically dangerous types 
of comment have seemingly predo- 
minated: 

1—Comment based on the assump- 
tion that whatever we do is right. 

2—Comment based on the assump- 
tion that whatever we do is wrong. 

This second attitude is the one 
at which Secretary Acheson is warn- 
ing us on just now. It is the atti- 
tude which leads us to forget that 
many of the things the Communists 
say about British rule in India, for 
example, are facts which liberals in 
England have pointed out for years; 
and that the very existence of the 
free speech in England which per- 
mitted liberals to dig up and com- 
ment on these facts is itself much 
of the answer to the Soviet. Simi- 
larly, many of the things the Com- 
munists say about our treatment of 
Negroes is simply a rehashing of 
ugly facts an increasing number of 
American liberals have been saying 
for many decades about the same 
ugly facts, and liberals’ saying of 
them has much improved the bad 
conditions, too. 

Our habit, our excellent habit, of 
not only permitting but actually en- 
couraging this ceaseless ferment of 
criticism, is liable, as Mr. Acheson 
Says, to bring on the very bad habit 
of self-reproach, of assuming that 
if Communists say truly some of 
the very things we have ourselves 
been saying for years, then there is 
nothing for us to do save to submit 
ourselves to “paralysis in the field 
of action where action is necessary.” 
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AMERICAN LEGION ON 
THE POLICE INQUIRY 


In the paragraphs just above this 
one we commented on Secretary 
Acheson’s warning that we must 
not let self-examination and self- 
criticism turn into paralyzing self- 
reproach. We pointed out that some 
Americans go to the opposite ex- 
treme and base their comment on 
public affairs upon the assumption 
that whatever our nation does is 
right. 

A notable instance of this other 
type of mistake, the opposite from 
that which the Secretary of State 
was warning against, was the Amer- 
ican Legion resolution recently pub- 
lished in the Oakland Tribune. 

Unfortunately, we have mislaid 
the clipping, but the idea of the 
resolution is very easy to remem- 
ber—that one of the first moves 
of subversive elements wishing to 


man appears, and suggests that there’s no necessity for officially] take over a country by revolution 


banning the film, that individuals can use their own judgment, 
and stay away from it if they wish. ‘ 

Also, the National Council of Freedom from Censorship, af- 
filiated with the American Civil Liberties Union, declares that 
the picture should be judged only “on its merit as a piece of 
motion picture art,” not on the basis of the personal life of 
any of the participants in it. 

Not long since in this column we criticized Saturday Review 
of Literature for the stink it raised over an award made for his 
poetry to Ezra Pound, the American poet accused of being a 
traitor to the United States, and of broadcasting for Mussolini 
during the war. Our contention was that if a jury of poets felt 
tha Pound's poetry was good, he was entitled to the award, 
whether or not he was a traitor and deserved hanging for that. 

We take the same stand on Ingrid Bergman. Either films 
are to be considered works of art, or they are to be accounted 
wothless trash which do not come under the regular rules for 
treatment of works of art. Granted that many films are worth- 
less trash, so are many poems, statues, and novels. Yet basically 
tilm production comes under the heading of the arts. 

Rita and Ingrid have been giving the United States a lot of 
unpleasant advertising lately which constitutes a pain in the 
neck. So, as Edith McConn says, “If you don't approve, stay 
home. No law insists that you go to any particular movie.” 

Or, if you belong to some church group or some other group 
which disapproves violently, and thinks that Lord Byron's 
poetry should never be read because he was such a rotter in his 
personal life, by all means get up a boycott in your own group. 
But let’s not forever be banning things the way they do in 
Russia. 


“BIGGEST LIAR IN THE COUNTRY” is the distinguished 
title an Oakland apartment house owner went after, according 
to dispatches from Burlington, Wis., where the National Liars’ 
Championship is headquartered. We are compelled to assume 
that the gentleman, formerly a trade union member, may have 
picked up the art of lying from close study of the propaganda 
put out by apartment house owners and real estate sharks o 
Oakland against the Federal housing project. We hope that his 
ownership of an apartment house does not blind him to the 


fact that many Oaklanders badly need housing. 
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is to tear down respect for law and 
order; and that such elements have 
recently been trying to spread the 
impression that the Oakland police 
mistreat minority groups; and that 
such efforts of such elements were 
back of the entire hearing on al- 
leged police brutality recently held. 

Now, some Commies were un- 
doubtedly involved in the contro- 
versy about alleged brutality of the 
Oakland police toward minority 
races. The Communist People’s 
World is at this all the time. More- 
over, it is true that some curious 
things were brought out at the hear- 
ing about the sources of some of 
the evidence presented to the com- 
mittee of the Legislature which held 
the hearing in Oakland. 

But no group of Americans should 
take the high and mighty stand 
that any effort to investigate the 
actions of the police, or the sheriff's 
office, or the FBI, or any other 
set of cops, is proof that such an 
investigation is inspired by the 
Communists and can only be of 
benefit to the Communists. 

There was police brutality long 
before there were Communists. In 
fact, police brutality is one of the 
grievances which helped the Com- 
mies to get control of Russia in the 
first place. Real police brutality, not 
imaginary. 

The police in a democracy de- 
cidedly are not immune from criti- 
cism. Some of the criticism may be 
unfair and unjust, some of it may 
come from Commies or crooks, but 
the Oakland police force, like East 
Bay Labor Journal and all other 
institutions in a democracy, is and 
must be subject to criticism at all 
times. xk 


THIS COUNTRY STILL 
IS A REPUBLIC~YES! 


A venomous outburst of West- 
brook Pegler in a recent Post En- 
quirer, headed “‘Republic’ or ‘De- 
mocracy’” does call to attention 
the fact that we are getting out 
of the habit of calling our form of 
government a republic, and that we 
increasingly call it a democracy. 
Pegler’s concluding sentence is: 

“Appeals ring out to ‘Save our 
Democracy’ and the few people 
have forgotten, who ever knew, 
what a Republic should be and 
that this was supposed to be one.” 


James Madison, while he was tak- 
ing a leading part in forming the 
Constitution of the United States, 
defined a republic as “a govern- 
ment which derives all its powers 
directly or indirectly from the great 
body of the people, and is adminis- 
tered by persons holding their of- 
fices during pleasure, for a limited 
period, or during good behavior.” 

That’s an excellent definition, and 
it still holds good for this republic 
of ours. But our governmental sys- 
tem has been changing from an 
oligarchic republic to a democratic 
republic, and so we have fallen into 
the habit of calling it a democracy. 
It wasn’t really the word, democ- 
racy, but the growing fact, democ- 
racy, which worries Oligarch Hearst 
and Oligarch Mouthpiece Pegler.

WORKERS FORCED TO BECOME 
‘CAPTIVE AUDIENCE,’ CHARGE 


The following energetic editorial is from the CIO United Automobile 
Worker: 


Something new has been added 
to the poisonous witches’ brew of 
anti-demgcratic, anti-labor, anti- 
Fair Deal propaganda, 


This is the technique of the “cap- 
tive audience” or “forced listening.” 
Basically it amounts to compelling 
workers on company time or paid 
overtime to attend in-plant meetings 
where hired spielers pour out their 
propaganda to audiences who can- 
not get away and who cannot raise 
questions or ‘answer back. It has 
been used in General Motors piants, 
Allis-Chalmers, Mueller Brass, Swift 
and Co., and others. 


“They (the radio people) are gen- 
erally agreed that the captive audi- 
ence proves very attractive to the 
advertisers—in the same way that 
a fly tangled in a web is attractive 
to the spider, or a frog immobilized 
by fear is attractive to the snake. 


“An audience in captivity is a 
new stunt in this republic, although 
it is old stuff elsewhere. 


“Hitler captured his audience and 
found it quite useful while it lasted. 
The Soviet leaders have their au- 
dience nailed down fast ‘and are 
currently finding it useful. 


“And now the soapmakers of 
America realize there is such a 
thing as the little man who can’t 
reach the knob. Their response to 
this exciting news has been a 
mighty roar of approval: ‘We've 
got him at last. Pour it on.’” 

Everything the New Yorker said 
about the soapmakers is true and 
its editors are to be commended 
for expressing their outrage against 
this invasion of privacy. 

But when not just soapmakers, 
but reactionary employers use the 
same undemocratic device to try 
to pervert the thinking of decent 
American citizens and to turn back 
the clock of social advance, the 
sinister implications are multiplied 
a thousandfold. 


The sinister forces now directing 
this kind of propaganda against 
workers and against American so- 
cial and economic progress bor- 
rowed the technique from advertis- 
ing agencies who employ radio and 
canned sound devices in pubic ve- 
hicles and public buildings. 

The most publicized and drama- 
tized instance of its use as an ad- 
vertising technique was the attempt 
of the management of the Grand 
Central Station in New York City to 
bombard the half-million defense- 
less commuters who pass through 
the station daily with loudspeaker 
announcements about the virtues of 
certain hrands of chewing gum, 
cigarettes, soap and other articles 
of merchandise. 

The case of the Grand Central 
commuters was taken up by the 
New Yorker magazine; in its mili- 
tant and successful fight to defend 
the commuters in their right “to be 
left alone,” the New Yorker had 
some pertinent things to say about 
the technique itself. Said the mag- 
azine:

Here she taught for several more 
years, enjoying every minute of it. 
And what fortunate youngsters 
these were to have had this remark- 
able teacher for even a few years! 

After this “tour of duty” she re- 
turned to San Jose where she was 
active in the League of Women 
Voters and in other organizations 
until quite recently. 

She is one teacher that no pupil 
of hers will ever forget. Sharp- 
tongued she often was, vigorous, 
lively, but never unfair or unkind. 
She was a good teacher because she 
loved teaching.

KINNICKS SKETCH ISSUES 
IN TORY-LABOR CAMPAIGN 


John Kinnick and his wife Kathleen prepared a paper on 
“British Politics Since 1945,” for the East Bay Seminar on 
Foreign Ideologics which was sponsored by the World Affairs 


Council November 29, 1949. 


Since John is an officer of Office Employes Local 29 in Ala- 


meda county, and Kathleen is® 


an officer of an Office Employes 
Local in San Francisco, East Bay 
Labor Journal asked permission to 
print the conclusion of their paper, 
which sets forth the rival philoso- 
phies on which the Conservative 
Party and the Labor Party are 
fighting it out in the present cam- 
paign, which culminates in the elec- 
tion toward the end of this month. 

Here is their statement of the 
election issues: 

Since the outcome of the next 
general election in Great Britain 
will be of interest to everyone, the 
Rrograms over which the general 
election will be fought are here 
compared. The following informa- 
tion was obtained from the British 
Information Services. 


CONSERVATIVE PARTY 


First, the program of the Con- 
servative Party— 

The British Conservative Party 
recently published the program on 
which it will fight the next general 
election, in a 68 page booklet “The 
Right Road for Britain.” This policy 
statement has been approved by 
Mr. Churchill. This document was 
also to have been discussed and 
voted upon at the Conservative 
Party’s annual conference in Oc- 
tober of this year. A few of the 
main points of economic policy pro- 
pounded in the booklet are: 
NTIONALIZATION 

The Conservative Party would 
undertake no further nationaliza- 
tion. Where practicable it would re- 
store free enterprise. The Conserva- 
tive Party recognizes, however, the 
undesirability of aggravating indus- 
trial discord at a time of economic 
danger, and would leave some indus- 
tries nationalized, but claims it 
would overhaul their organization 
to make them more human, less 
centralized, and more efficient. 


CONTROLS 

The Conservative Party believes 
that during the period of crisis it 
would be necessary to continue 
some controls, Until the export gap 
is bridged, controls over foreign ex- 
change and imports must be kept. 
Raw materials which are genuinely 
scarce must be fairly allocated. But 
these controls should be progres- 
sively reduced. The direction of la- 
bor would be abolished. Food ra- 
tioning and price controls would be 
maintained until these are within 
the reach of every family and in- 
dividual. 

TAXATION 

A Conservative Government 
would seek to make reductions in 
taxation by eliminating waste in 
Government spending. The Con- 
servative Party believes the first 
reductions should be devoted to en- 
couraging more production at lower 
costs and giving incentives to save. 
A reduction in direct taxation would 
be the first object of relief. 
SOCIAL SERVICES 

The Conservative Party promises 
to endeavor to maintain the range 
and scope of the social services 
and the rates of benefit. Some 
changes in the administration of 
the health services are proposed. 
HOUSING 

A Conservative Government would 
move towards abolishing the re- 
strictive licensing system as applied 
to house building, subject at first 
to a limitation on size. 

The Conservative Party believes 
that control must continue until it 
can be shown that there is no hous- 
ing shortage at any given rent level. 


LABOR PARTY 


The program of the Labor Party— 
The following economic policies 


of Britain’s Labor Party are as ex- 
pressed in the statement “Labor Be- 
lieves in Britain,” which was issued 
on the authority of the National 
Executive Committee on April 12, 
1949, for discussion at the Labor 
Party Annual Conference. 


SOCIALIZED INDUSTRIES 

As the organization of the social- 
ized industries progresses, a policy 
of decentralization will be followed. 
HELPING SMALL FIRMS 


All business is the Nation’s busi- 
ness, in the opinion of the Labor 
Party. The selfish pursuit of profit 
solely for prefit’s sake must not be 
allowed. Labor’s aim is to give a 
fair chance to everyone in industry, 
including the small concerns which, 
in the past, have been the continual 
prey of monopoly capital. 

Controls over capital investment, 
distribution of industry, industrial 
building and foreign exchange will 
be required, the Labor Party he- 
lieves, as permanent instruments of 
planning in a thriving national econ- 
omy. 

SOCIALIZATION OF 
MONOPOLIES 

It is not practicable for the State 
to compete with big monopolies; 
and to break up one which produces 
efficiently is unwise. Monopolistic 
concerns which cannot be dealt with 
in other ways will therefore be so- 
cialized. 

FOOD AND COUNTRY LIFE 

Even more food must be grown at 
home. The Government will con- 
tinue its policy of guaranteed prices 
and guaranteed markets for nearly 
all the main products of British 
farms. Producer co-operatives will 
be encouraged by loans and in other 
ways. 

Fertile land not being fully used 
will be cultivated under public own- 
ership. The Government will acquire 
whole estates which are in danger 
of being split up into uneconomic 
units. Rural electrification will be 
continued, 

Water supplies will be socialized; 
also all suitable minerals, 

SOCIAL SERVICES 

The Labor Party feels that it has 
established the principle of the 
“social wage” by the provision of 
vast new services and food subsi- 
dies. For an average family, these 
services account for an addition to 
normal earnings of at least 2 pounds 
15 shillings a week in the form of 
social benefits. Any further expan- 
sion of social services, however, will 
be introduced only as production 
goes up. 

OVERSEAS POLICY 

Labor policy has three objectives 
—peace, economic independence and 
cooperation with all freedom-loving 
democracies. Labor will continue to 
lend every support to the United 
Nations Organization. It will not 
resort to any provocative and ag- 
gressive action. 

Labor will continue its policy for 
the development of the Colonies, 
and for ever-closer consultation 
with the Commonwealth on political 
economic matters,
